Town Counsel Alan Altman, Tuesday night described the results of a meeting 
with the Planning Board as ‘‘closing one door,” on the development of paper 
Streets, in Wilmington. It was not, he said, “The Door’, but “One Door’. 


which the Planning Board of the 
Building Inspector could deter- 
mine whether or not a given 
houselot, having proper frontage 
according to zone, could have a 
building permit.

Inder the rulings as stated by 
Mr. Altman it seems that building 
permits will be denied for new 
homes in at least two areas of 
Wilmington. Discussed during the 
evening were potential 
applications for building permits 
from an area off Aldrich Road 
(Washington Street and Randolph 
Road) and from an area at the end 
of Lawrence Street. The Aldrich 
Road area seems to Involve half a 
dozen houselots, and the Lawrence 
Street area ten or twelve. 

In both cases Mr. Altman came 
to the conclusion that only one 
building permit could be issued, 
for a way off Aldrich Road, or for 
Lawrence Street, no matter how 
many lots were involved, and no 
matter how the ownership of the 
lots was involved. 

‘The Lawrence Street area is 
zoned "Residential A'’, which 
zoning calls for 125 foot frontage 
As discussed Tuesday evening it 
seems the frontage of houselots is 
100 feet. Mr. Altman was told that 
gravel is being hauled into the 
area, for building up the end of 
Lawrence Street etc. He was also 
told by the Conservation Commis- 
sion that they had disapproved of 
all but four lots, in a Hatch Act

In a related action, the board 
voted 3-0 May 1 to pay Granfield 
$12,668 a year as building inspec- 
tor, the maximum salary for the 
post. Selectman Neil Niven Jr., in 
recommending. the noted 
the court order that required 
Granfield be rehired also ordered 
he receive the pay and benefits he 
would have received had he never 
left the post.

Eminent domain may solve 
Arkansas Road riddle 


Tewksbury Town Counsel 
Charles J. Zaroulis told selectmen 
May 1 the road commission will 
have to solve Arkansas Road's 
problems, and said the road used 
by residents might have to be 
taken by‘eminent domain to allow 
it to be hot-topped. 

More than 10 residents of the 
road appeared at the selectmen’s 
meeting to protest what they con- 
sidered official inaction on their 
request the town solve problems 
concerning the road. 

Their difficulties were caused 
because January 31, 1969 a town 
meeting accepted the road ai 
ding to an old assessor's map, 
cording to Zaroulis. Residents, he 
explained, later learned the map 
showed the right of way accepted 
by the town as much as 40 feet 
from the actual location of the 
road as used for many years. 

‘AS a result, he said, funds 
allocated to hot-top the road two 
years ago couldn't be spent. “The 
town has absolutely no authority 
whatever to go in there and hot-top 
it,"" Zaroulis added. 


Zaroalls said there were mikny 
legal complications concerning 
mixup over where the road actual- 
ly was located. 

Some residents, he said, could 
lose their land and be paid very lit- 
tle for it if the town took it by emi- 
nent domain. This could result, he 


said if the right of way residents 
‘want paved has-been in tse for 
more than 20 years, a8 several 
residents maintain, 

If the road isn't taken by the 
town, Zaroulis said, any resident 
who sold property on the road but 
didn't tell the buyer about the righ 
of way difficulties could face legal 
action later by the buyer. 

Zaroulis said some sort of town 
‘action would probably be needed to 
clear difficulties over the road. He 
said this was because several per- 
‘sons among 25 homeowners on the 
road were unwilling to make 
private land transfers with other 
residents to clear roadway 
problems, 

Road Cmsr, Richard Trueba 
said his group was stimied over 
the problem, and hadn't the funds 
necessary to pay an engineer to lay 
out the road properly for eminent 
domain proceedings. Finance 
Committee Chairman Norman 
Boudreau commented that the 
funds could come from the 
highway department's hot-topping 
budget 


‘Trueba denied the funds from 
that budget could be used for the 
engineering, but Zaroulis said he 
would speak to him later on the 
matter. 

Zaroulis said during the discus- 
sion that apparently no map ever 
drawn of the road actually showed 
it where it was really located.

Here 
we have Mitty sitting at the 
breakfast table being browbeaten 
by his harridan of a wife, Agnes, 
and in the midst of this a hospital 
operating crew comes into the 
kitchen, Agnes fades into. the 
background and Mitty is suddenly 


a singing surgeon, successfully 


This constant swinging from the 
Teal world to Mitty's dreamland 
and back is what makes the show 
such a handful for amateurs. Not 
‘only must the star be a thoroughly 
trained professional, able to carry 
off the frequent transitions 
smoothly, but the same skills are 
demanded of a large cast of per- 
formers who must do likewise in 
several scenes. ‘The Spotlighters 
had a hard time with some of the 
music, and things were not always 
smooth in the transitions, but the 
audience realized what the per- 
formers faced and loudly 
applauded their spirit and efforts.

Tewksbury man convicted 
for two police incidents 


A Tewksbury man was sentenced in Lowell District. Court 
April 26 to eight months in jail and fined $365 for motor vehicle 
offenses, disorderly conduct and threatening police January 27 
and February 21. 

Leo J. Cullinan Jr., 22, of 17 Knollwood Rd., stood mute 
throughout the proceedings on advice of his attorney, Harvey 
Brower of Swampscott. Brower said Cullinan would appeal 


the findings of Judge James J. 
Court. 


Cullinian, in connection with the 
February 21 incident, was 
sentenced to six months in jail for 
drunk driving and 30 days for dis- 
orderly conduct, and fined $15 for 
falling to stop for a police officer. 


In connection with the January fPit 


21 incident, Cullinan was given 30 
days in jail for disorderly conduct, 
and fined $200 for threatening Sgt. 
Paul G. Johnson and Ptl. G. 
Kenneth Hague, $100 for driving an 

car, $10 for having no 
registration on him at the time of 
his arrest and $40 for refusing to 
produce his license and registra- 
tion on demand of a police officer. 

Brower asked Judge Mellen 
prior to hearings on the incidents 
to continue the cases until after a 
judge heard a petition Cullinan 
made for cross complaints against 
Sgt. Paul G. Johnson, Ptl. G. 
Kenneth Hague and state Trooper 
Edward Cronin in connection with 
the January 27 arrest. Cullinan 
alleges the three police assaulted 
him when he was arrested then. 

‘A court clerk who heard the in- 
{tial petition February 2, Brower 
sald, agreed cases concerning 
Cullinan wouldn't be heard until 
after a judge acted on the petition. 
Mellen said the petition had no 
bearing on the cases involved, and 
said he would go along with Judge 
Elliot Cowtrey's decision April 1 
there would be no more con- 
tinuations on the cases, 

Brower protested Mellen's deci- 
sion, advised Cullinan to stand 
mute during the hearings, refused 
further to approach the bench and 
said he would appeal any decisions 
made by Mellen. 

Johnson, Hague and Cronin 
testified they were in an unmarked 
patrol car on a narcotics stakeout 
at the intersection of Livingston 
Street and Main Street January 27. 
‘At5:30 p.m., they said, Hague and 
Johnson saw a car being operated 
irratically as it left Livingston 
Street, to get onto Main Street. 

‘They gave chase and eventually 
stopped the car on Shawsheen 
Street, they said. At Shawsheen 
Street’ Johnson and Hague got into 
8 scuffa with Cullinan who, Hagwe 
said, talked Irratically, smelled of 
alcohol, was unsteady on his feet,

Solid Waste Committee 


Wilmington’s Solid Waste 
Disposal Committee started 
serious work, in a meeting in the 
Town Hall, Monday evening. 

‘The committee, composed of 
persons almost totally unknown in 
Wilmington government (with one 
exception), has decided that their 
job is to study and make proposals 
to the Selectmen on the problem of 
solid waste disposal, and without 
reference to politics and per- 
sonalities.

As described by Sterling Morris, 
the principal complaint was that

Morris had told Tarbell of the

Morris described the 37 acre site 
as an “immediate solution”, but 
not a permanent one. He said that 
no one could predict how long it 
could be used.

‘compaction"’, Morris said.
